ly divided nickel flakes, which act as a 
conductor, and of 
water. By using these materials he has 
reduced the weight of the battery. This 
battery, after a service of five years, shows 
no deterioration of mutual efficiency. 

These batteries are adaptable for use 
on cars and vehicles of every description, 
the smaller one for ignition and lighting 
and for small automobiles. As the bat- 
teries consist of a series of cells, the num- 
ber may be multiplied to secure any horse-
